I he ladies of the Province of Quebrc, llirmi^^li a luiid iu.sl in- 
augurated by the Pio\incial branih ol tlic Canadian Kcd Cross So- 
ciety are now inteioslmg themselves in the furnishing of further mo-

And it is signilieant that it almost invariably 
happens that the critic such as is alluded to is one of the men who 
stand on the side-lines, make a show of their knowledge of news- 
paper methods and maii.igement, but persistently refu.se In get in llic 
game itself. Ihcsc men are ever ready with their criticism of some 
trivial detail, while the amount of lime and energy necessary for the 
n[)pearance of the newspa|)er. or the fact that they might help out in 
its production apparently never occur lo them. The pruicipal pur- 
pose of the college undergraduate publication, the influence which il 
exerts as one of the greatest unifying forces in a college community, 
they forget habitually or wilfully ignore.
